‘These rules are endorsed by the State So- 
ciety for the Prevention of Cruelty to Ani- 
mals of Alameda County, California. 

‘Walk—horse first quarter of mile. 

Jom—horse a quarter of mile 

Canter—horse one quarter to one half 
mille, 

‘Stop and rest horse five minutes or more, 
and give animal a chance to get its wind. 
‘Then horse can as before. 

Never rin your horse Up hil or down hill, 
sopait Face horses. ‘They are not rented 

for racing. 

‘Do not Fide double, Horses are meant to 
carry only one. 
nabs, Ot have groups take turns on same 

orse. 

Ta climbing steep hill stop your horse and 
let him blow at frequent intervals. 

‘Do not let your horse get overheated, stop 
often to rest to 2 

Tf horse is warm do not stop on top of a 
hill in a cool breeze—this practice damages 
more horses in the hill districts than any 
other act of carelessness. 

‘horse should only cover three miles an 
hour in the hill dist 

‘By following these rules you can alwa 
enjoy a Kood ride, and never get in trouble 
with the Humane Society officers.
